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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 
(Cofttinued.) 


The latter part of January, in company with 
prothers Sidney Rigdon and Edward Partridge, 
| started with my wife for Kirtland, Ohio, where 
we arrived about the first of February, and 
were kindly received and welcomed into the 
youse of brother N. K. Witney. I and my wife 
lived in the fami'y of brother Whitney several 
weeks, and received every kindness and atten- 
tion which could be expected, and especially 
from sistet Whitney. The branch of the church 
in this part of the Lord’s vineyard, which had 
increased to nearly one Lundred members, were 
striving to do the will of God, so fer as they 
koew it; though eome strange notions and falee 
pitits had crept inamong ‘hem. With a little 
eution and come wisdom I soon assisted the 
brethren and sisters to overcome them. The 
plan of “* common stock,” which had existed 
in what was called “ the family,”? whose mem- 
bers generally had embraced the everlasting 
gospel, was readily abandoned for the more per- 
fect law of the Lord: and the false spirits were 
ewily discerned and rejected by the light of 
revelation. 

The Lord gave unto the church the following 
levelation, at Kirtland, Ohio, February 4th, 
1831 

Revelation given February, 1831. 

Hearken and hear, O ye my people, saith the 
Lord and your God, ye whom I delight to bless 
with the greatest ofall blessings ;ye that hear me 
and ye that hear not, will I curse, that have 
professed my name, with the heaviest of all 
cumings, Hearken, O ye elders of my church 
whom I have called: behold I give unto you a 
commandment, that ye shall assemble your- 
wives together to agree upon my word, and by 
tae prayer of your faith ye shall receive my law 
hat ye may know how to govern my charch, 
ind have all things right before me. 

And I will be your ruler when I come: and 
behold I come quickly: and ye shall seé that 
mylaw is kept. He that receiveth my law, 
ind doeth it the same is my disciple ;and he that 
mith hereceiveth itand doethit not, the same 
Dot my disciple, ‘and shall be cast out from 
among you: for it ie not meet that. the things 
which belong to the children of the kingdom, 
should be given to them that are not worthy, 
or to dogs, or the pearls to be cast before swine- 

And again it is meet that my servant Joseph

my servant Sidney Rigdon should live as seem- 
eth him good, inasmuch as he keepeth my com- 
mandments. And sgain, I have called my 
servaniEd ward Pariridge,and I give a eommand- 
ment, that he should be appointed by the voice 
of the church, and ordained a bishop unto the 
church, to leave his merchandise and to spend 
all his time in the labors of the church; to see 
to all things as it shall be appointed unto him, 
in my laws in the day that I shall give them. 
And this because his heart is pure before me, 
for he is like unto Nathaniel of old, in whom 
there is no guile. These words are aivén unte 
you, and they are pure before me: wherefore 
beware how you hold them, for they are to be 
answered upon your souls in the day of judg~ 
ment; even so. Amen, 

Aw Edward Partridge now appears, by reve- 
lation, as ove of the heads of the church, | wil) 
give a sketch of his history. He was born in 
Pittsfield, Birkshire county, Massachusetts, om 
the 27th of August, 1793, of William and Jemi- 
ma Partridge. His father’s ancestor emigrated 
from Berwick, in Scotland, during the seven- 
teenth century, and settled at Hadley, Mass. on 
Connecticut River. Nothing worthy of note 
transpired in his youth, with this exception, 
that he remembers (though the precise time he 
cannot recollect) that the Spirit of the Lord 
strove with him a number of times, insomuch 
that his heart was made tender, and he went 
and wept, and that sometimes he went silently 
and powered the effusions of his soul to God in 
prayer. Atthe age of sixteen he went to learn 
the hatting trade, and continued as an appren- 
tice for about four years. At the age of twenty 
he had become disgusted with the religious 
world. Hesaw no beauty, comeliness, or love- 
liness in the character of the God that was 
He, however, heard 
a universal restorationer preach upon the love 
of God; this sermon gave him exalted opinions 
of God, -and he concluded that universal! resto- 
ration was right according te the Bible. He 
continued in this belief till 1828, when he and 
his wife were baptized into the Campbellite 
church, by Elder Sidney Rigdop, in Mentor, 
though they resided in Painsville, Ohio. He 
continued a member of this church, though 
doubting at times its being the true ene, till P. 
P. Pratt, O. Cowdery, P. Whitmer, and Z. 
Peterson came along with the Book of Mermon, 
when he began to investigate the subject ef

On the 9th of February, 1831, at Kirtland, in 
the presence of twelve elders, and according to 
the promise heretofore made, the Lord gave the 
following revelation, embracing the law of the

Hearken, O ye eldets of my church who have 
ssecmbled yourselves together, in my name, 
even Jesus Christ the Son of the living God, the 
Saviour of tho world; inasmuch as they believe 
on my name and keep my commandments; 
again | say unto you, hearken and hearand 
obey the law which I shall give unto you: for 
verily I say, as ye have assembled yourselves 
together according to the commzndment where- 
with I commanded you, and are agreed ts 
touching this one thing, and have asked the 
Father in my name, even so ye shall receive. 

Behold, verily Isay unto you, I give unto 
you this first commandment, that ye ehall go 
forth in my name, every one of you, excepting 
my servants Joseph Smith jr. and Sidney Rig- 
den. AndI give unto them a commandment 
that they shall go forth for o little scason, and 
it eha!l be given by the power of my Spirit when 
they shall return; and ye shall go forth in the 
power of my Spirit, preaching my gospel, two 
by two, in my name, lifting up your voices as 
with the voico of a trump, deciaring my word 
like unto angels of God: and ye shal! go forth 
baptizing with water, saying, Repent ye, repent 
ve, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

And from this place ye sha!! go forth intothe 
regions westward, and inasmuch os ye shall find 
them that will receive you, ye shall build up 
my church in every region, until the time shall 
come when it shall be revealed unto you from 
on high, when the city of the New Jerusalem 
shall bo prepared that ye may le gathered in 
one, that ye may be my peopie and I will be 
your God. Andeguiv,| say unto you, that my 
servant Edward Partridge shal! stand in the 
office wherewith J] have appointed him. 
it shall come to pass that if he tranogress an- 
other shall be appointod in his siesd; even so: 


Amen. 
Again I say unto yor, thst it shall rot be 


given to any one to go forth to preach my gos- 
pe!, or to build up my church, excem he be 
ordained by some one who bas authctity, and 
itis known to the church that he has authority 


and has boen reguler'y ordained by the heads 
of the chureh. 
And again, the clders, priests and teachers 


of this chureb, shall teach the principles ef my 
gospel which are in the Bible and the Book of 
Mormon, in the which is the fulness of the 


gospel; and they shall observe the coveeny 
and ehurch articles to do them, and these sha! 
be their teachings as they shall be directed 5, 
the Spirit: and the Spirit shall be given unts 
you by the prayer of faith, and if ye receive no; 
the Spirit, ye shall not teach. And all this y. 
shall observe to do as] have commanded, eon. 
cerning your teaching, until the fulness of my 
scriptures are given. And as ye shall lift 
your voices by the Comforter, ye shall speai 
and prophesy as seemeth me good; for behold 
the Cemforter knoweth a!! things, and beareth 
record of the Father and of the Son. 

And now, behold I speak unto the chureb: 
Thou shalt not kill; and he that kills sha!! no: 
have forgiveness, in this wor'd, norin the world 
to come. 

And again, I say, thou shalt net kill; but he 
that killeth shall die, Thou shalt not steal: 
and he that stealeth and wi!l not repent, shai! 
oe cast out. Thou shalt not lie; he that liek 
and will not repent shall be cast out. Thos 
shalt love thy wife with all thy heart, and sha), 
cleave unio her and none else; and he tha 
looketh upon a woman to lust after her, shal. 
deny the faitb, and shali not have the spirit, 
and if he repents not he shall be cast out. Thou 


shalt not commit adultery; and he the commit. 
teth adultery and repenteth not, shall te cast ou! 
—but hethat has committed adultery and r- 
pents with al! hisheart, and forsaketh it, sod 
doeth it no more, thou shalt forgive; but if he 
docth it again, he sbal! not be forgiven, bw 
shall be cast out. Thou shalt mot speak ey 
of thy neighbor, nor do himany harm. Tho: 
knowest my laws concerning these things ave 
given in my scriptures: he that sinneth and 
repenteth not, shall be cast out. 

If thou lovest me thou ehalt serve me sad 
keep ull my commnndments. And behold, 
thou wilt remember the poor, aud ‘consecrate 
of thy properties for their support, that whic’ 
thou hast to impart unto them, with & ceve- 
nant and a deed which cannot be bruken—and 
inasmuch as ye impart of your substance to thie 
poor, ye will do it unto me—and they‘shall be 
laid befure the bishop of my church and bi 
counsellors, two of the clders or high priests, 
such os he shall or bas appointed and set apa 
fer that purpose, 

And it shall come to pass that after they aie 


laid before the bishop of m'y church, and af.e 
he has received these testimonies concernin 
the consecration of the properties of my church 
that they cannot be taken from the church 
agreeable tomy commandments, every man 
shall be made accountable unto me, a steward

The priests and teachers shall have their 
stewardships, even as the members, and the el 
dets, or high priests who are appointed to assist 
the bishops as counsellors, in all things are to 
have their families supported out of the prop- 
erty which is consecrated to the bishop, for the 
good of the poor, and for other purposes, as be- 
fore mentioned; orthey are to receive a just 
remuneration for all their services; either a 
stewardship, or otherwise, as may be thought 
best, or decided by the counsellors and bishop. 
And the bishop also, shall receive his support, 
ora just remuneration fer all his services in 
the church. 

Behold, verily I say unto you, that whatever 
persons among you having put away their com- 
panions for the cause of fornication, or in oth- 
er words, if they shall testify before you in al] 
lowliness of heart that this is the case, ye shall 
mot cast them out from among you; but if ye 
shall find that any persons have left their com- 
panions for the fake of adultery, and they 
themselves are the offenders, and their compan- 
ious are living, they shall be cast out from 
among you. And again I say unte you, that ye 
shall be watchful and careful, with all inquiry, 
« that ye receive none such among you if they 
‘are marfied, and if they are not married, they 
shall repent of al] their sins, or ye shall not re- 
ceive them. 

And again, every person who belongeth to 
this church of Christ shall observe to keep all 


the commandments and covenants of the church |}. 


—and it shall eome to pass, thatifany persons 
among you shall kill, they shall be delivered 
up and dealt with according to the laws of the 
land: For, remember, that he hath no forgive- 
ness, and it sha!l be proven according to the 
laws of the land. 

Andif any man or woman shall commit 
adultery, he or she shall be tried before two cl- 
ders of the church or more, and every word 
shall be established against him or her by two 
witnesses of the church, and net of the enemy. 
Bat if there are more than two witnesses it is 
better: but he or she shall be condemned by 
the mouth of two witnesses, and the elders shal! 
lay the case before the church, and the church 
shal! lift up their hands against him or her, that 
they may be dealt with according to the law 
ofGed. And if it can be, it is necessary that 
the bishep is present also. And thus ye shall 
do in all cases whieh shall come before you.— 
Andifa man or woman shall rob, heor she 
shall be delivered up unto the law of the land. 
And if he or shall steal, he or she shall be de- 
livered up unto the law oftheland. And ifhe 
er she shall lie, heer she shall be delivered up 


unto the law of the land. If he. or she de 
any manner of iniquity, he or she shall be de. 
livered up unto the law, even that of God. 
And if thy brother or sister offend thee, thon 
shalt take him or her between him or her and 
thee alone; and if he or she confess, thou sha); 
be reconciled. Andifhe or she confess not, 
thou shalt deliver him or her up unto the 
church, not to the members bat to the elders. 
And it shall be done in a meeting, and that not 
before the world. And ifthy brother or sister 
offend many, he or she shall be ehastened be. 
fore many. And if any one offend openly, he 
or she shall be rebuked openly, that he or she 
may beashamed. And if he or she confem 
not, he or she shall be dglivervd up unto the 
jaw of God. Ifany shall offend in secret, he 
or she shall be rebuked in secret,- that he or 
she may have opportunity to confess in seeret 
to him or her whom he or she has offended, and 
to God,that the church may not speak reproach- 
fully of him or her. And thus shall ye conduet 
all things.

Drax Sin:—Your letter of the 24th ult. has 
been regularly received; its contents duly sp- 
preciated, and ite whole tenor candidly cos- 
sidered; and, according to my manner of judg- 
ing all things in righteousness, 1 proceed te an- 
swer you; and shall leave you to meditate 
whether mathomatical problems, founded upon 
the truth of revelation, or religion as promul- 
gated by me, or Moses, can be solved by rules 
and principles existing in the systems of com- 
mon knowledge. 

How far you are copable of being ‘a4 mest 
undeviating friend, without being governed by 
the smallest religious influence,’ will beet be 
decided by your survivors, as all past experi- 
ence most assuredly proves. Without contro- 
versy, that friendship, which intelligent beings 
would accept as sincere, must arise from love, 


and that love grow outof virtue, which is as 


much a part of religion, as light is a part of Je- 
hovah. Hence the gaying of Jesus: ‘Greater 
leve hath no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for a friend.’ 

You observed, ‘as I have proven myself to be 
a philosophical divine, 1 must excuse you, when 
you say that we must leave these influences to 
the mass.” The meaning of ‘philosophical di- 
vines,’ may be taken in various ways, If, as 
the !earned world apply the term, you infer 
that I have achieved a victory, and been 
strengthend by a scientific religion, as practiced 
by the popular sects of the age, through the 
aid of colleges, seminaries, Bible societies, mis- 
sionary boards, financial organizations, and ~ 
gospel money schemes, then you are wrong;

the worldly wisdom, and multiplied ignorance 
of eighteen centuries, with a new revelation; 
which, (if they would receive the everlasting 
goepe!,) would open the eyes of more than 
eight hundred millions of people, and make 
‘plain the old paths,’ wherein if a man walk in 
all the ordinances of God blameless, he shall 
inherit eternal life; and Jesus Christ, who was, 
and is, and isto come, has borne me safely 
ever every snare and plan, laid in secret or 
openly; through priestly hypecrisy, sectarian 
prejudice, popular philosophy, executive pow- 
er, or law defying mobocracy, to destroy me. 
If, then, the hand of God, in all these things 
that I have accomplished, towards the salvation 
ef a priest-ridden generation, in the short space 
of twelve years,through the boldnees of the plan 
of preaching the gospel, and the boldness of the 
means of declaring repentance and baptism for 
the remission of sins; and a reception of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, by laying on of the hands, agreeably 
to the authority of the priesthood; and the still 
more bold measures of receiving direct revela- 
tion from God, through the Comforter, as prom- 
ised, and by which means all holy men, from 
ancient times till now, have spoken and reveal- 
ed the will of Ged to men, with the consequent 
‘success’ of the gathering of the saints, throws 
any ‘charm’ around my being and ‘points me 
out as the most extraordinary man of the age,’ 
it demonstrates the fact, that truth is mighty 
and must prevail; and that one man empow- 
ered from Jehovah, has more influence with 
the children of the kingdom, than eight hun- 
dren millions led by the precepts of men. God 
exalts the humble, and debases the haugity. 
Bat let me assure you inthe name of Jesus, who 
spake as never man spake, that the ‘boldness 
of the plans and measures,’ as you term them, 
but which should be denominated the righteous- 
ness of the cause, the truth of the system, and 
power of God, which ‘so far,’ has borne me 
and the church, (in whichI glory in having 
the privilege of being a member,) succcesfully 
through the storm of reprvach, folly, ignorance, 
malice, persecution, falsehood, sacerdotal 
wrath, newspaper satire, pamphlet libels and 
the combined influence of the powers of earth 
and hell, lsay these powers of righteousness 
and truth, are not the decrees or roles of an 
smbitious amd aspiring Nimrod, Pharaoh, Ne- 
pchadneszer, Alexander, Mahomet, Buona- 


parte, or other great ‘ceending heroes, that 


dazzled forth with a trail of pomp and cireum- 
stances fora little season, like a comet, ani 
then disappeared, leaving a wide waste where 
such an existence once was, with only a name, 
nor were the glorious results of what you term 
‘boldness of plans and messures,’ with the at- 
tendant‘success,’matured by the self aggrandiz- 
ing wisdom of the priests of Baal; the scribes 
and Pharisees of the Jews; Popea and Bishops 
of christendom; or pagans of Juggernaut; nor 
were they extended by the divisions and sub-di- 
visions of a Luther, a Calvin, a Wesley,or even a 
Campbell; supported by a galaxy of clergymen 
and churchmen, of whatever name or nature, 
bound apart by cast iron creeds, and fastened 
to set stakes by chain cable opinions, without 
revelation; nor are they the lions of ¢he land 
or the Leviathans ofthe sea, moving among 
the elements, as distant chimeras to fatien the 
fancy of the infidel; but they are as the stone 
cut out of the mountain without hands, and 
will become a great mountain and fill the whele 
earth. Were I an Egyptian, I would exclaim 
Jah-oh-eh, Enish-go- on-dosh, Flo-ees-F los-is-is; 
[O the earth! the power of attraction, and the 
moon passing between her and thesun.|] A 
Hebrew; Haueloheem yerau; a Greek, O theos 
phos esi; a Roman, Dominus regit me; a Ger- 
man, Gott gebe uns das licht: a Portugee, Ser- 
hor Jesu Christo e libordade; a Frenchmas, 
Dieu defend le droit: butasIam,I give God 
the glory, and say in the beautiful figure of the 
poet; 

‘Could we with ink the ocean fill; ¢ 

Was the whole earth of parchment made; 

And ev’ry single stick a quill; 

And every man a scribe by trade, 

To write the love, of God above, 

Would drain the ocean dry; 

Nor could the whole upon « scroll, 

Be spread from sky to sky.’ 

It seems that your mind is of such ‘a mathe- 
matical and philosophical cast, that the divini- 
ty of Moses makes no impression upon you, an¢ 
that I will vot be offended when you say, that 
you rate me higherasa legislator, than you de 
Moses, because you bave me present with you 
for examination;’ that ‘Moses derives his chiel 
authority from prescription and the lapse ef 
time; you cannot however say, but we are 
beth right, it being out of the power of man to 
prove us wrong. It is no mathematical prob- 
lem, and can therefore get no mathematical se- 
lution.” - 

Now, Sir, to cut the matter short, and mo! 
dally with your learned ideas, for fashion’s sake 
you have here given your opinion, without re- 
serve, that revelation, the knowledge of God, 
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rrophetic vision, the truth of eternity cannot 
be so'ved as a mathematical problem. The 
fret question then is, what is a mathematical 
problem ? and the natural answer is, a state- 
ment,proposition or question that can be solved, 
sseortained, unfolded or demonstrated, by 
jnowledge,facte of figures,for ‘mathematica)’ is 
sn adjective derived from Mathesis (gr.) mean- 
ing in English, learning or knowledge. ‘Prob- 
lem’ is derived from probleme, (Frerch,) or 
problema, (Latin, Italian or Spanish) and in 
cach language means a question or proposition, 
whether true or false. ‘Solve’ is derived from 
the Latin verb, solvo, to explain or answer.— 
One thing more in order to prove the work as 
we proceed; it is necessary to have witnesses, 
iwoorthree of whose testimonies, according 
to the laws or ruleg of God and man, are suffi- 
cient to establish any one point. 

Now for the question. How much are one and 
one? Two. How much is one from two? One. 
Very well, one question, or problem is solved by 
figures. Now let me ask one for facts: was there 
ever such a place on the earth as Egypt? Geog- 
raphy says yes; ancient history says yes; and the 
Bible says yes. So three witnesses have solved 
that question. Again, lived there ever such a 
map as Moses in pt? The same’ witnesses 
reply certainly. And was hea prophet? The 
ume witnesses, or a part, have left on record, 
that Moses predicted in Leviticus that if Israel 
broke the covenant they had made, the Lord 
would scatter them among the nations, till the 
land enjoyed her Sabbaths; and subsequently 
these witnesses have testified of their captivity 
in Babylon, and other places, in fulfilment. But 
iomake assurance doubly sure, Moses prays 
hat the ground might open and swallow up Ko- 
rah and his company for transgression, and it 
was so: and he endorses the prophesy of Ba- 
laam, which said, out of Jacob shall come, he 
that shall have dominion, and shall destroy him 
that remaineth of the city; and Jesus Christ, as 
him that ‘had dominion,’ about fifteen hundred 
vears after, in accordance with this and the pre- 
diction of Moses, David, Isaiah, and many oth- 
ers, came, saying; Moseswrofe of me, declar- 


ing the dispersion of the Jews, and the utter 


destruction of the ‘city;’ and the apostles were 
his witnesses, unimpeached, especially Jude, 
who not only endorses the facts of Moses ‘di- 


vinity,? but also the events of Balaam, and Ko- 


rah with many others, as true. Besides these 
tangible facts, so easily proven and demonstra- 
ted by simple rules and testimony unimpeached, 
the art (now lost) of embalming human bodies, 
aod preserving them in the catacombs of Egypt, 
whereby men,women and children as mummies, 


after a lapse of near three thousand five hundred 


years, come forth among the living, and although 
dead, the papyrus which has lived in their bo- 
soms, unharmed, speaks for them, in language 
like the sound ofan earthquake: Ecce veritas! 

ce cadaveros. Behold the truth! Behold the 
mummies! Oh my dear Sir, the sunken Tyre 
and Sidon, the melancholy dust where ‘the city’ 
of Jerusalem once was, and the mourning of 
the Jews among the nations, together with such 
a*‘cloud of witnesses, if you had been as well 
acquainted with your God and Bible, as with 
your purse and pence table, the ‘divinity’ of Mo- 
ses would have dispelled the fog of five thous- 
and years, and filled you with light; for facts, 
like diamons, net only cut glass, but they are 
the most precious jewels on earth. The spirit of 
prophesy is the testimony of Jesus.

te gratify the ambitiun and vanity of man ot 
men, may my power cease, like the strength of 
Samson, when he was shorn of his locks, while 
asleep in the lap of Delilah. Truly the’ 
Savior, cast not your pearls before swine, lest 
they trample them under their fest and tura 
again and rend you. 

Shall I who have witnessed the visions of 
Eternity; and beheld the gieries of the manaions 
of bliss; and the regions and the misery of the 
damned; shall I turnto bea Judes?

KIDNAPPING. 

Missouri has been playing one of her old 
pranks again, and not content with stealing 
hundreds ef thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty belonging to the saints, has been engaged 
again in stealing human beings. 

Two of our brethren, Daniel and Philander 
Avery, father and son, were decoyed into the 
neighborhood of Warsaw, about the 4th of 
December, and by a gang of deaperadoes were 
forcibly taken across the Missisaippi river into 
Missouri. Daniel Avery was taken by nine 
men, three of whom weie Missourians, and 
six inbabitants of the state of Illinois. The 
cuffians were armed, and having forcibly seized 
Daniel Avery the father, put him on a hore, 
and tied his feet underneath. Information was 
received at Nauvoo, relative to this affair, by 
Mr. Sission Chase who made affidavit before s 
magistrate relative to the affair, and a constable 
was immediately dispatched after a person by 
the name of John Elliot, one of the villains, 
who is a schoolmaster, and resides four and 4 
half miles below. Warsaw. Mr. Elliot was 
brought up to Neuvoo, was tried before Aaron 
Johnson, justice of the peace, proven guilty 
and committed to the Carthage jaii, to wait bis 
trial at the county court. 

In the examination, facts were developed 
implicating othera, who will in their own due 
time be brought to punishment. - Testimony 
has since been received, which shows thats 
clan of these villains ate associated with the 
Missouriens to assist in killing or kidnapping 
Joseph Smith and others. Since their names 
and whereabout@has*been ascertained, some 
of them we are informed have fied whilst joffi- 

rs are in pursui: of others. Col. Williams, 
we are informed is oneof the parties engaged 
iu thie very honorable trausaction. 

To cap the climax, and put on the top-stone, 
we are really informed that this pack of rene- 
gadoes were taking these men for some alleged 
crime, committed some three or four years ago, 
and being such great sticklers for law and jus- 
tice, came without process, decoyed aad stole 
—not negroes, but free American citizens, for 
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O, mores!! What shall~we have next—a Colo-, 
the militia, stiekler for patriot- 
ism, a lover of equal rights; a commander of 
military forces, leading forth higgaliant band 
in the Bonotable employment of assisting nig- 
get drivers _. white men. And a school- 
master whe has come here for the purpose of 
‘teaching the young idea how to shoot,’ is set- 
ting his pupils a lesson that will not soon be 
forgotten. 

Missouri talk of justice! Missouri that has 
plundered by wholesale— Missouri that cherish- 
es murderers in her bosom and protects them by 
law—Missouri that is now living on the spoils 
of ber own citizens, and whose hands are yet 
reeking with the blood of the innocent. Shall! 
she preach vp law, and seek to enforce it by 
stealing. As well might the Algerine pirate talk 
of law, or the infernals in the lower regions 
chide“his satanic majesty for injquity. 

We would here remind our réaders that thou- 
sands of horses, cattle, sheep hoge, &c., were 
stolen by the Missouriens, for which our breth- 
ren, as yet have obtained noredress. We should 
not be surprised if some of our brethren should 
have seen their own horses, and have taken 
them; they would be fools if they did not. _And 
yet because Missouri stealing was done by 
wholesale, and the thieves paid for doing it by

TAE SISTER’S TALE. 


In A. D. 1814, the late Mr. and Mrs. F-——, 
who were lost in August, 1831, on boagd the 
Rethsay Castle steam packet, were 
with three sisters, residing in London, and who 
belonged to the higher class of society. Two 
of these sisters were decidedly pioue, but the 
third was volatile and just the contrary. They 
were all elderly, which rendered the gaiety of 
the third the Jess becoming, and also inclined 
her the more easily to take offence at any re- 
marks made upon it.

er. As she ate nothing, her sisters esked her-if 
she was unwell? She answered, ‘No.”? ‘What 
ia the matter?

The whole of the morning 
was passed alone by her, in her own room; and 
at dinner time, the same conduct recurred as 
in the morning.

Gregory XVI. of the Popes (of that name.) 
For the further remembrance of the Case. 

Placed at the supreme head of the Aposiolate 
and, although with no merits of our own con- 
tributing thereto, acting as Vicegerent of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, who, in cousequence 
of hia very great love for us, having been made 
man, deigned to die also for the redemption of 
the world, we think it falls within the sphere 
ef our pastoral care, that we sirive by every 
means in our power to turn away the faithful 
fram the inhuman traffic in blaeks, or in any 
clase of men whatsoever, It is true, when the 
light of the gospel began first to be diffused» 
those wretched beings, who at that tyme were 
falling in so great numbers into the cruelest 
servitude, by reason especially of wars then 
prevailing, felt their condition to be most alle- 
viated with Christian masters. For, inspired 
by the Holv Spirit, the Apostles taught slaves 
themselves on the ope hand to obey their mas- 
ters in the flesh, as they would Christ, and to 
do the will of God from the heart; while, on the 
ether hand they directed masters to treat their 
slaves kindly, and to render unto them whatso- 
ever is justand fair, and also to forego any 
threats, well knowing that the Lord of these, 
ae well as of themeelves, is in the heavens, and 
that there is with him no respect of persons. 
(1.) Since, however, true love towards ul! was 
most strongly recommended every where hy the 
_ law of the goepel, and since Christ eur Lord had 

declared that he would consider as done, or re-' 
fused unto himself, whatever of kindness and 
compassion should have been extended or re- 
fused to the lowly and the needy, (2) it easily 
resulted therefrom that Christians not only re. 
garded their slaves, especia'ly if Christians, ip 
the light of brothers, (3) but were a'so mere 
ready to bestow freedom on thi+e whe might 
deserve it, which Gregory of Nyssa shows was 
a custom ig be done on the celebratien in par- 
ticular of the Paschal Rites. (4) Nor were 


there wanting those whe, animated by a aiill 
mere ardent love for their species, consigned 


themeelves te bendege in order to free others 


theretrom, many of whow chat 


and also predecessor of ours, of most holy mc- 
mory, Clement I . testifies that he was ecquaint. 
ed with. £5) In procese of time, therefore, 
now that the carkness of heathen superstition 
has been more fully dissipated, and when the 
manners of less civilized communities also have 
been softened down by the gentle influence of 
faith working through love, things have come 
at length to such a pass, that for ages back no 
persons have been held in slavery among very 
meny nations of Christiane- There were, it is 
true, from time to time, we say it to our very 
great sorrow, some ef the very number of the 
faithful, Who, shamefully blinded by the desire 
of filthy lucre, did not hesitate to reduce te 
slavery, in widely-separated and remote lands, 
Indians, blacks, er other wretched individuals, 
or else by establishing and gradually enlarging 
a traffic in those who had been made captives 
by others, to countenance the eshamefu! conduct 
of these last. Many Rotman Pontifis, it is true, 
of glorioua memory, predecessors of ours, did 
net fail, in accordance with their high office, to 
censure severely the practices of those men, as 
injurious to their spiryual safety, and disgracc- 
ful co the Christian name; and from which also, 
they clearly saw that this result would follow, 
that unbelieving nations should be more and 
more confirmed in their hatred towards gur true 
religion. The Apostolic Leiter of Paul III. 
given May 29, 1537, under the Fisherman’s 
Seal, (St. Petei’s) to the Cardinal Arch-Bishop 
of Toledo, has this same object in view; as 
well as others in succession still further than 
this same one, given by Urban VIII. on the 22d 
of April, 1649, to the * Collector Jurium.” of 
the Apostolic Churches in Portugal; in whieh 
letter those individuals are very severcly cen- 
sured by name who dared or presumed to re- 
duce to slavery, to sell, o duy, to exchange, 
or give away the Indians of the East or West, 
to separate them from their wives and children, 
to deepoil them of their property, to lead and 
send them away to other places, cr in any way 
to deprive them of their freedom, to retain them 
in servitude, and also to afford to those pursuing 
the aforesaid line of condact, advice, aid, favor 
and gesistance, under any pretext or color wha!- 
soevet, or to preach; or teach that this was law- 
ful, orto aid in any other way whatever the 
practices abeve alluded te, (6) Those decrees 
of the Pontiffe jugt mentioned, Benedict XIV. 
subsequently established and renewed by a new 
Apeatolic Letter to the clergy of Brazil, and of 
certain other regions, given on the 20:h day of 
December, 1741, in which be streve to arouse 
the anxious feelings of the pricete themselves 
towards this end. (7) Befere this a'se, en- 
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other Predecessor of oars still eaflier then these 
—Pius II. on the Empire af the Portuguese be- 
ing extended in his time to Guinea, a couhtry 
of the blacks, gave an the 7th Oct. 1462, a let- 
ter addressed to the Bishop of Rubi, who was 
sdout to set out for those parte, in which he not 
only bestowed upan that prelate full powers for 
exercising his sacred functions therein, with 
greater advantage, but, availing himself of this 
seme Opportunity, animadveried severely upon 
those Christians, who were accustomed to drag 
the Neophytes into slavery. (8) Andeyen in 
our own times, Pius VIL. influenced by the same 
spirit of religion, ond love, as his predecessors, 
seslously interposed his official influence with 
those in power, that the traffic in blacks might 
at length entirely cease among Christians: 
Those decrees and anxious cares on the part of 
our prececessors huve, with the blessing of God» 
proved of ne little avail in protecting the Indi- 


ans, and others above mentioned, from the cru- |] 


elty of invaders and from the cupidity of Chris- 
tian traders. Not to such an extent, however, 
that this Floly See can congratulate itself on the 
full success of its zealous efforts for the accom- 
plishment of this end; seeing that the trade in 
blacks, though somewhat lessoned, is still car- 
tied on by numerous Christians. 

We, therefore, desiting to remove so great a 
cisgrace as this from all the borders of Chris- 
tendum, and the whcle subject being maturely 
weighed, (some of our venerable brethren the 
cardina's of tae holy Roman Church being also: 
acmitted to our council) do hereby, treading in 
the footsteps of our predecessors, by virtue of 
our Apostolic Authority, admonish and earnest- 
Jy adjure in the Lord all faithful Christians of 
every condition, that no one of them dare for 
the time to come, to harraes unjustly Indiane, 
blacks, or any other persons of this class, er to 
despoil them of their property, er to reduce 
thein to slavery, or tolend aid or faver to others 
while doing such things towarcs thei, er to ex- 
ercise that inhuman traffic, by means of which 
the blacks, as if they were not human beings, 
but the merest animals in whatever way re- 
ducod to slavery, are without any distinction, 
ia violation of the laws of justice and humani- 
ty, bought, sold, and somctimes condemned to 
the eudurance of the most painful laborr, and 
by which, moreover, through the hope of gain, 
that originaily offered itself to the owners ef 
slaves, by meansef this same traffic, dissensions 


aleo sud perpetual hostilities are as it were 


tiauallyfnurtured in the coantries of those un- 
fortunate men. 
We, then, by virtue of our apostolic authority 


secsure all the aforesaid practices as unworthy 
ef the ehristien name, and by that same au- 


thority we strictly prohibit and interdiet apy 
ecclesiastic or layman from presuming to up- 
hold, under any pretext or color whatseever, 
that sanve traffic in blacks as if it were Jawful 
in its nature, or otherwise to:preach [predieare] 
orin amy way whasoover publicly or privately 
to teach [docere] in opposition to these things 
which we have made the subject of admonition 
in this our apostolic letter. 

Inorder, moreober, that this same letter [bull} 
of ours may the more easily become known un- 
to-all, and that no one mayallege an ignorance 
of it, we decree and commaau it to be promul- 
gated according to custom¢by one of our mee 
sengers at the gates of the church ofthe firat ef 
the opesties (St. Peter's] and of the apostolie 
chancellory, as also at those of the Palace on 
the Monte Citatorio, end in the Campo Di Fiore; 
and copies of the same to be left affixed in those 
same places.

Maggiore, under the Fisherman’s Seal, om the 
3d day of Deeember, 1839, in the 9th year of 
our Pontificate.

We, therefore, desiting to remove so great a 
cisegrace as this from all the borders of Chris- 
tendum, and the whcle subject being maturely 
weighed, (some of our venerable brethren the 
cardina's of tae holy Roman Church being also: 
acmitted to our council) do hereby, treading in. 
the footsteps of our predecessors, by virtue of 
our Apostolic Authority, admonish and earnest- 
Jy adjure in the Lord all faithful Christians of 
every condition, that no one of them dare for 
the time to come, to harrass unjustly Indians, 
blacks, or any other persons of this class, er to 
despuoil them of their property, er to reduce 
thei to slavery, or tolend aid or faver to others 
while doing such things towarcs them, er to ex- 
ercise that inhuman traffic, by means of which 
the blacks, as if they were not human beings, 
but the merest animals in whatever way re- 
duced to slavery, are without any distinction, 
ia violation of the laws of justice and humani- 
ty, bought, sold, and sometimes condemned to 
the endurance of the most painful laborer, and 
by which, moreover, through the hope of gain, 
that originaily offered itself to the owners ef 
alaves, by meansof this same traffic, dissensions 


aud perpetual hostilities are as it were con- ||: 


tinually{nurtured in the coantries of those une 
fortunate men. 

We, then, by virtue of our apostolic authority 
seasure all the aforesaid practices as unworthy 


ef the ehristien name, and by that same au- 


thority we strictly prohibit and interdies apy 
ecclesiastic or layman from presuming to up- 
hold, under any pretext or color whateeever, 
that same traffic in blacks as if it were Jawfal 
in its nature, or otherwize to-preach [ predieare] 
orin amy way whasoover publicly or privately 
to teach [docere] in opposition to these things 
which we have made the subject of admonition 
in this our apostolic letter. 

Inorder, moreober, that this same letter {bull} 
of ours may the more easily become known un- 
to-all, and that no one may allege an ignorance 
of it, we decree and command it to be promul- 
gated according to custom¢by one of our mee 
sengera at the gates of the churclt of the first ef 
the opesties (St. Peter's} and of the apostolic 
chancellory, as also at those of the Palace on 
the Monte Citatorio, end in the Campo Di Fiore; 
and copies of the same to be left affixed in those 
same places. 

Given at Rome, at the Church of St. Maria 
Maggiore, under the Fisherman’s Seal, om the 
3d day of December, 1839, in the 9h year of 
our Pontificate.

‘St. Matthew—This apostie and evangelist is 
supposed tohave suffered martyrdom, or was 
siain with a sword at the city of Ethiopia. 

St. Mark—This evangelist was dragged 
throngh the streets of Alexandria in Egypt, 
until he expited. 

St. Luke—This evangelist wes hanged upon 
an olive tree, in Greece, 

St. John—Thisapcstie and evangelist was 
put inte a cauldron of boiling oil, at Rome, 
and escaped death! He afterwards died a nat- 
ural death at Ephesus in Asia. 

St. Peter—This apostle was crucified a! 
Rome, with his head downwards, at his own 
request, thinking himself unworthy to die in 
the same posture and manver es his blessed 
Master. 

St. James, the Great—This apostle was be- 
headed at Jerusalem. 

St. James, the Less—This apcatle wae thrown 
from a pinnacle or wing of the temple, and then 
beaten to death with a fuller’s club. 

St. Philip—This opostle was hanged up 
aguinst a pillar at Hicrapolis, a city of a 
gia. 

St. Besthelomaw—This spostie wae flayed 
alive, by the command ef'a barbarous king. 

St. Andrew—This apostle was beund te a 
cress, whence he preached te the people until 
he expired. 

St. Thomas—This spestie was rua through 
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
